EARLY  EDITIONS  OF  MILTON'S  WORKS 
IN  CHRIST'S  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 

At  the  time  of  the  Milton  tercentenary  celebration  in  1908  the 
College  possessed  between  thirty  and  forty  early  editions  of  the 
poet's  works.  In  particular  the  generosity  of  Thomas  Hollis  in 
1 765  had  enriched  our  Library  with  copies  of  the  first  three  editions 
of  Paradise  Lost  and  the  1645  edition  of  the  Poems,  while  in  later 
years  F.  H.  Cripps-Day  had  presented  the  very  rare  pamphlet 
Of  Education.  To  Master  Samuel  Hartlib  as  printed  in  1644.  Since 
1908  many  gaps  in  our  collection  have  been  filled  through  the 
liberal  gifts  jDf  the  late  C.  F.  Murray,  to  whom  we  owe  a  first 
edition  of  Paradise  Lost  with  the  second  title  page,  another  copy 
of  the  1645  poems,  first  editions  of  Colasterion  and  Tetrachordon, 
Wordsworth's  copy  of  the  Artis  Logicae  Plenior  Institutio  and 
several  other  volumes.  Other  donors  have  also  given  rare  and 
interesting  editions  and  nearly  thirty  books  were  bought  by 
the  College  at  the  sale  of  the  late  Mr  W.  E.  Baxter's  collection  in 
July,  1920.  Two  of  these,  The  Republican  letters  of  1682  (English 
translation)  and  A  Declaration  or  Letters  Patents  of  the  Election  of 
this  present  King  of  Poland  (1674),  are  so  rare  as  of  themselves 
sufficient  to  make  our  collection  notable,  and  it  has  therefore 
been  thought  desirable  to  print  a  list  of  our  early  editions  of 
Milton  and  Miltoniana  to  the  year  1700. 

Our  catalogue  starts  with  the  year  1641  as  we  do  not  possess 
the  Shakespeare  Folio  (1632)  with  Milton's  sonnet  printed  anony- 
mously, the  Comus  of  1637,  and  Edwardo  King  Iusta  (containing 
Lycidas)  of  1638.  The  long  titles  of  many  of  the  works  are  not 
here  printed  in  full  save  where  such  detail  would  seem  to  be  useful 
for  identifying  a  volume  over  which  some  difficulty  arises  or  for 
detecting  peculiarities  in  our  copies.  [Lorid.]  signifies  that  the 
volume  was  probably  printed  in  London  though  a  definite  state- 
ment on  the  title  page  is  lacking.  A  star  against  the  number 
indicates  that  the  work  is  not  included  in  Dr  G.  C.  Williamson's 
Appendix  to  the  Milton  Tercentenary  Catalogue  which  gave  a 
list  of  the  editions  of  Milton's  writings  or  of  books  relating  to 
him  which  were  then  to  be  found  in  Cambridge  libraries  or  which 
had  been  lent  for  the  Exhibition.
